Senato r Kno x summed up the legal 
aspect« o f the questio n as 
fo llo ws:

legal 
po wer and practical ability to co nduct 
a successful war, that is, actual ho s­ 
tilities. 
■ That war po wers co uld no t be ex 
ercised after actual 
ho stilities

ceased. 
Po wers o f President 
"That the po wers o f the President 
came fro m two so urces, that o f th« - 
chief executive and that o f co m m and­ 
er in chief; 
that the po wers o f neith­ 
er capacity co uld be invo ked to au g ­ 
ment the o ther; 
that he po ssessed no 
extrao rdinary po wers as chief execu­ 
tive; 
save o nly and to tin* 
extent 
such po wers were co nferred by stat­ 
ute which, to autho rize actio n by him, 
must be duly and legally in o peratio n. 
"It results fro m all o f the fo rego ­ 
ing facts and principle*," 
co ncluded 
the Senato r, “ that the war has ended 
internatio nally bo th as a 
matter 
o f 
fact and law; 
that do mestically 
the 
war po wers ceased with th*- end 
o f 
actual ho stilities; 
and that therefo re 
we are already at peace, bo th 
inter­ 
natio nally and do mestically, witho ut 
any further act by either the execu­ 
tive o r legislative branches o f 
the 
go vern m cnt.”

The person who makes

less than 50x100 feet in size will hard ­ 
ly find it prolitab le to make a hotb ed, 
hut had b etter purchase plants a l­ 
ready grown or sow in b ox es or cold 
frames. 
Furtherm ore, the hotb ed to 
l>e of any material service should have 
Iteen constructed and put in operation 
in Jan uary (for the southern stat<*s). 
However, the person that prefers to 
ra is e their own cab b age, pepper, egg­ 
plant and tomato plants, can do so b y 
sowing the seed in a shallow b ox in 
the house, or on a larger and more 
practical scale in a “cold frame' out­ 
doors. 
HOW TO MAKE A COLD FRAME. 
Secure a glass sash of the desired 
size, then take one-inch b oards and 
b uild a plain frame just large enough 
for the sash to fit snugly on to. 
This frame should b e ab out six in ­ 
ches deep in front and 10 or more at 
the b ack, and the ends to slant from 
six -inch front to the 10-inch b ack. 
Set this on any good rich garden soil 
with the low front end facing 
the 
sun. 
In this frame sow y our seed and
